THE case brought by the Customs.au- 
thorities of Canton agsinat Captain 8. 
W.. Goggin, recently heard at Canton 
before H. B. M. Consul (Mr Chaloner | 
Alabaster), and fully reported in theso 

columns, was of the grentest importance 
to everyone interested ia the trade with 
China, It must at the cutest be con- 
ceded that the Foreign Staff of the Im- 
periol Chinese Maritime Customs, as a 
general rule, have long succeeded in 

guiding and fostering the trade with 
China with commendable prudence, and 
have oftentimes sided in preventing or in 

softening the friction natural between 

Foreiyners and Chinese. Occasionally, it 
is true, friction will arise, and the interests 
of the Chinese Government represented 

by tho Foreign officers of the Customs 
will now and again be Found to be oppos- 
ed’ to those of the Poreign merchant. 
In sich cases, every fair-minded person 
would be prepared to make every allow- 
ance for the duty thua devolving wpon 
Customs officinls; nnd it is readily ad- 
mitted thatone of those special duties un- 
doubtedly is the protection of the revenue 
of the Chinese Government agsisst. the 
irregular acts of all-comers. In spite, 
however, of this antagonistic attitude 
which of necessity is sometimes taken 
up by the Foreign Customs Authorities, 
it ia generally admitted that the Foreign 
Branch of the Customs Service ia 
magnificent aid to Imperial administra- 
tion, and is a credit to all who have 
shared in its organisation and working, 
Indeed, one of the chief arguments ad- 
vanced recently in favour of cousider- 
able concessions being made in Hong- 
kong waters was, that Customs matters 
would be placed entirely undor the con- 
trol of members of the Foreign Customs 
staff. It would not be one of the least 
of the regretable results of this action 
taken againat the Hongkong, Canton, 
and Macao Steamboat Company, were | 
this ‘confidence hitherto felt in the equit- 
able and fair dealing of the Foreign Cus- 
toms to be in any degree lessened; 
and when. it is borne in mind how 


i 
ghimtf, while there is. a prospict of ita 
riecoming still smaller ; and when action 
aach as that referred to is taken againat 
a British Stesmer Company, one ~na- 
turally looks for proof of a very grave 
offence against the revenue laws of the 
Empire. Instead of this, however, what 
do we ‘find ?. Two charges were made 
against Captain Goggin. ‘The first 
was that thirty-six cons of Opium 
in palp wero’ found on . board’ the 
Fatshan, which wore scized by the 
searching officers of the Customs. 8a 
fur {rom any imputation being cast upon 
the master of the steamer in connection 
with this smuggled drag, Mr Spinney 
(who proseouted on behalf of tha Cuae 
tome) spoke of Captain Gogyin os ‘a 
man for whom he entertained the areat- 
ast respect.’ Indeed, the hiding-place 
of the drug was admittedly indicated to 
the. Customs offcera by some one on 
board the steamer. Itis difficult, thero- 
foré, to divine by what means the Cus- 
toms authorities could have hoped to 
prove guilt on the part of the dofendant, 
under such circumstances, by his failure 
to placo these smuggled tins on the 
manifest of his cargo, when he knew 
absolutely nothing of. their existence. 
‘Tho second charge is even more uorea- 
sonable thun the first, and indeed its 
frivolous nod trivial nature almost leads 
one to-the belie! that the minds of the 
higher: Gustoms suthorities must havo 
been wadonsciously beelouded by feel- 
ings of 3 persons! nature which ought 
never to be permitted to enter inte such 
uestions: Indeed, if this test case is 
the worst which could have been brought 
against the river steamers, surely its 
paltry character argues most foreib! Y in 
favour of the admirable manner in which 
thoge vessels aro managed, Chinese 
cargo carried on board these steamers is 
locked sfter by the compradore, who 
dictates to the. European Purser on 
board’ the list of suck carjo,—which 
list, aftor being signed by the Captain, 
is the manifest which is handed to tha, 
Customs officials. On the 18th Septem- 
ber, the day on which the offence was 
alleged to have been committed, the 
Chines compradore told the Purser that 
thers. were twenty-five cases of ‘dried 
fish” ond this’ phrase was in crror-6n- 
tered by the Purser as twenty-five cases 
of ‘dried. feuit.’ It will scarcely be 
credited that ‘this simple clerical error 
—the first mistake of the kind the 
Purser bad made on board-—becomes 
the basis of the criminal char, 
-brought guinst ‘the master of the 
Fuishan - of having presented a false 
manifest, '-But such is the fact; ond 
ao one, not even excepting the pro- 
secutur himself, could retrain from echo- 
ing the language used by the Attorney. 
General in characterising this strange 
proceeding, Tho whole-case, of course, 
rested upon the intent; and os neither 
knowledge nor the shadow of guilty in- 
tent could be proved against the dofend- 
ant, the mere statement of this charge 
—that thera were no ‘dried fruits’ on 
board, although they were pluced on the 
manifest, and that the cases of ‘dried 
fish,’ which were on board, were not on 
the manifeat—seamed to. place the pro- 
secution in a position which, to say the 
least, was exceedingly undignified. Mr 
Spinney, indeed, appeared to be somo- 
what ashamed of this straining to burst- 
ing of so insignificant a clericul slip, for 
he observed that ‘he would not touch 
on that’ But notwithstanding this, the 
prosecutor proceeded to describe the 
presence of ‘fruits’ and the absence of. 
‘fish’ in the manifest as a double error, 
each of which made the defendant. lis- 
ble ‘toa penalty of Tis, 500! We eat 
only express regret that the Customs 
authorities should ever have taken up 
such a position, and reiterate our belief 
that the best friénds of the Customs 
Service will aggee with as in that opi- 
nion. ‘Tt was perkaps unfortunate, in 
one sense, that Mr Spinnoy was pitted 
apainet the able and experienced Attor- 
ney General (the Hon, E L, O'Malley) 
in the conduct of the casé. The inherent 
weakness of the casa for the prosecution , 
however, waa the greatest difficulty he 
had to contend against; and notwich- 
standing the courteous forbeurance ex- 
tended by Mr O'Malley towards his nou- 
legal opponent, Mr Spianey failed, as 
every ona expected he would do, in 
proving his case to the satisfaction of 
the Court. Clear und convincing as it 
was, and-admirably expressed, though 
moderate in tone, the detencn of the At- 


torney General will doubtless be read by 
the European merchants here-and at the 
Outports with a. considerable amount 
of pleasure, And following very nearly 
on tho same lines, the judgment de- 
livered by Consul Alabaster—and pub- 
lished in another column~rlucidly lays 
down the law as to guilty, knowledge 
and intént, and concludes by acquitting 
the defendant, and. dismissing ‘the 
charges laid against him. 

Much has been said as to the inadvis- 
ability of the River Steamboat. Com- 
panies resisting the comprotnise. of a 
payment of ls. 100 for the alleged of: 
fences which have nuw been so satisfac. 
torily disposed of, In: defending this 
casd, we consider that the Steamer Com- 
panies have fought the batile of right 


jealously: the reputation of the Ser- 
vieo 19 watched by the able Tospac- 
tor’ General, it appears very doubtful 
indeed whether the acts of the Com- 
missioner and Deputy-Commissioner at 
Canton have received “the sanotion of 
Sir Robert Hart. . 
Tt will be rendily conceded by those 
who know the: facts that, although the 
present service of river steamers betwéen 
thia port and Canton provides daily 
facilities for smuggliog, the efforts ‘of 
the masters and offivers.of those vessela 
are steadily directed to minimising these 
illegal dets, and rendering thera as difi- 
cult as- special precoutions can make 
them. . While the extent “which the 
petty and persistent smuggling in opiam 
18 carried on muat- prove tu be a source 
of great annoyance to the. superior 
officials of the Customs, the fact should 
-{not be overlooked that. the very lange 
trade condueted in these vessela must 
form.a considerable item in the Customs 
receipts. Indeed, when the revenge 
which accrues from the vast Foreign 
trade with the Outports: of China is 
borne in mind, the proportion of smug 
gling must be regarded as exeesdingly 


against offciousness, and: in doing so 
successfully they ‘have’ won in the 
cause. of every Foreign slipper at-the 
Treaty Ports of Chins. . Now, however, 
that the air bas been cleared, and that 
the Jaw bag been clearly laid down on this) 
matter, it is to be hoped that any ill 
fesling that may baie been momentarily 
raised over this case will now be allay- 
ed, and that the course of trade. will ran 
smoother than ever. The slip of the 
tonzuo made by Mr Spinney, whea he 
referred tu something which mightrevo- 
lutionise the whole system. of working, 
may fairly beset down ‘aa the privileged 
remark of-a prosecutor which meant 
nothing. -If the Customs guthorittes 
are prudent, they will refrain” from 
friction es. much as possible; and. ao 
long us they receiye as much assistance 
as by their own admission they now 
receive from steamer awners and ship's 
officers, they willbe wise to let well 
alone. There can be little doubt that 
they will make far more satisfactory 
progress in oollecting the revenues of 
China by extending facilities to bona 
iitpoers ead consignees, than by 
vaduly horassiog trade ou tha riven

The rupture might have 
boon cauacd vory easily by o fall: or a 
blow or by a strain, A very slight blow 
would have been sufficient, There was nv 
mark of a kick below the abdomen, A 
blow which would make tho bruise on the 
aide would probably couse the ruptare of 
the apleen. 

By Mr Wotton—I should say. it-was im- 
possible, judging from the appearance of 
the body, that all the bluwe described by 
the witnossea could have been given to 
decursed, Dr Ayres gave evidencn con- 
surring with that of Dr Hartigan. Ths 
spleen waighed over I Ib. 3 oz, and was 
about four’ times its natura) size, Any 
trifling exertion might hoyo caused the 
tupture. 

Hig Worship snid he found that, as the 
reantt of tho inquiry, the deceased’ died 
from rupture of the spleen, and he ordered 
that the Indian constable bo charged before 
the Magistrate with causing the death of 
tho deceased. 


THE FATSHAN CASE. 
JUDGMENT OF THE COURT. 

Tho following ia the judgmont delivered 
yesterday by Mr Chaloner Alabaster, H. 
3B, M. Consul at Canton, in the action 
against the master of the s. 8, Fatshan: 


The Consul said :—Thisis a caee in which 
the master of tho British ship Fatshan is 
eharged ander Articles XXXVII of_ the 
Treaty of Tieutsiv with tho criminal offence 
of presenting a false manifest. eIt is shown 
that thers is ne wention in tho manifest 
in question of 36 tina of opium, discovered 
hidden away on hoard, and that 25 bundles 
of dried fish, part of the cargo, are dea- 
cribed wrongly as 20 baskets of dried fruit; 
and, on this showing, it ia argued that the 
master is liable to a fine of Tis. 500 1 do 
not agreo with the contention I understood 
tho learned Attorney General to make, that 
the manifest is only required to contain a 
atatemont of the goods on board for which 
chipping documenta uro issued and freight 
paid; but I cannot uphold the contention 
of the progecution that it must contain a 
truo and accurate description of everything 
on board not belouging to the ship, without 
exception. Indeed the prosecution admit- 
ted that passengers’ luggago, which in these 
vessels ia often more in quantity than the 
cargo carried, is not required to be entered 
in the manifest ; and there are mauy thore 
exceptions by genvral usance and under- 
standing, such as mail bags, parcela, &c. 
But it is clear to me that the manifeat must 
at least contain a full, and to the best of the 
master’s ability, accurate account of all 
packages of dutiable articles earricd 
on board with the master's knowledge ; and 
if therefore it had been shewn that the 
master knew that the 36 tins of opium were 
being carried on beard, or oven that, while 
as it appeared ho did not as a matter of fact 
know. oftheir presence, ha. ought to have 
iinown, I should havo convicted him. But 
it ia nob even alleged that he knew the 
opium was there, and it is shewa that it 
was av artfully concealed that u trained 
search purty could only discover it when 
the precize lucality waa pointed out to thom; 
and it can be inferred therefore that no 
ordinary search on the part of the master, 
after it had came on board, would have led 
to his ditecting it; and itis shewn, more- 
over, that he took proper precautions to 
prevent it veing smuggled on board by on- 
gaging a watchman specially for the pur- 
pose ; and it ia clear to me that his failure 
to have had knowledge of it is duo, not to 
default on his part, but to the corruption 
of those on whom ha had to rely: it paid 
those whose duty it waa to have known of 
the opium being there, and who actually 
did know it was there, botter to act as 
informers for the Customs than to inform 
the master ; and ao long as the ship's am- 
ployés are paid by the Customs to act as 
informers fur them, it ia evident that the 
masters of these vessels will bo belptess,and 
unable to prevent recurrences of these cases. 
Aa regards the cases referred to by the 
prosecution, J de not find that they support 
the contention, In the case of the Taiwan 
--which is the only case in which the Con- 
sul's decision is before me—in which tha 
circumstances were very. similar to those in 
the present case, anve that the quantity of 
Opium was about three timos as much, the 
Consul acquitted the Captain, and his de- 
cision was uphold. In tho othor two cases 
to which he especially refers mono prosecu- 
tion appears to have been entered ; and as 
Accisions therefore thoy cannot be quoted, 
but if they had been cases decided in Court 
they do not seem to me at all similar to the 
present. In the casa of the Dotglas the 
Captain paid a fine to the Customs of Tacls 
50, having 60 packages merchandise on 
board not entered in his manifest ; and in 
the caso of the Haiphong, the Captain paid 
a similar fine to the Customs, having 127 
pickages in excess. Indeed “beither they
